VEC’S PETITION TO FCC SEEKS “INSTANT OPERATING” RIGHTS 


A petition by the Western Carolina 
Amateur Radio Society (WCARS) VEC of 
Knoxville, Tennessee, asks the FCC to 
change its rules to allow amateur privileges 
to people awaiting their first license (and 
call sign) from the Commission. 

The petition has been assigned RM- 
8288 by the FCC. 

WCARS asks that anyone who holds a 
valid Certificate of Successful Completion 
(CSCE) for an amateur operator license 
issued within the previous 365 days be au- 
thorized the rights and privileges of the 
applicable license class before their call sign 
is issued and received from the FCC. 

The petition proposes a temporary call 
sign structure using the prefix WZ followed 
by numbers and letters determined from the 
CSCE-holder’s name. WCARS cites a sim- 
ilar system having been used in the Citizens 
Radio Service as a precedent. 

The petition says that the system by 
which upgraded privileges are immediately 
available to those already holding call signs 
has worked well, as well as noting that itnow 
is possible to walk into a VE test session as 
an unlicensed person and walk out with an 
Amateur Extra Class CSCE (yet not be able 
to operate on the air for as much as two 
months). 

Finally, the WCARS VEC says that 
instituting an “instant operating” rule would 
save the Commission time and money by 
eliminating telephone calls from “licensees 
in waiting.” 

The WCARS-VEC aired their proposal 
at the National Conference of VECs in June. 

The idea is not a new one. In 1987 the 
FCC denied a similar petition, by Frederick 


G. Hambrecht, KJ4JE, which sought “in- 
stant operating” privileges for Novice lic- 
ensees using call signs based on those of the 
administering volunteer examiners. 

15 comments were filed in response to 
the Hambrecht petition, 11 in support and 
four opposed. Those opposed said that the 
waiting period was useful in allowing the 
newcomers to put their stations together, 
and others opposed the proposal on the 
grounds that the call sign scheme would be 
confusing and unwieldy. 

The FCC, in denying the Hambrecht 
petition, said that while application process- 
ing times had been long (on the order of two 
months) when the petition was made, it had 
been reduced to a matter of weeks and was 
therefore not excessive. 

The FCC also said that “it appeared” 
that the International Radio Regulations to 
which the U.S. is a signatory would net 
allow an “instant operating” arrangement. 
The ARRL Letter 


And from the publisher of 
Worldradio magazine: 

“Observers are wondering why so many 
of the newly licensed amateurs never get on 
the air. It could well be that by the time their 
licenses get to them the euphoria has worn 
off. 

“Blocks of calls could be issued to the 
various examination points, and issuance 
could be immediate. Yes, surely every rea- 
son will be given why this can’t be done. 
However, right now one out of every 15 
people has a cellular telephone, and the 
number is issued by the store immediately 
upon purchase.” ra 
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The following is the FCC’s current 
response to requests for specific calls. 


‘This is in response to your attached corre- 
spondence concerning the request of a spe- 
cific call. The Commission Rules do not 
allow the issuance of special call signs for 
individuals. However, the Commission is in 
the process of redesigning all our computer- 
ized licensing systems. As part of the rede- 
sign of the Amateur application processing 
system, we are looking toward the ability to 
handle special call sign requests. However, 
the Communications Act of 1934, as amend- 
ed, currently makes no provisions to fund the 
operation of such a program. Moreover, with 
expected FCC budget limitations, these sys- 
tems may not reach completion until late 
Fiscal Year 1994 or early 1995. Hopefully, 
with the successful implementation of this 
new system, specific call signs can be as- 


signed.”

YOUR FCC IN ACTION! 


The Philadelphia FCC office has cited 
Leonard F. Shaner, Jr., of Pottstown, Penn- 
sylvania, for maliciously interfering with a 
local ham repeater on 147.81 mHz. Shaner, 
who is unlicensed, was originally fined 
$10,000. The NAL was later reduced to 
$2,000 since it was his first offense. 

Shaner said he has never made trans- 
missions with his Radio Shack 2-meter hand- 
held transceiver, and only uses the radio to 
listen to repeaters. Shaner, said he wants to 
become a ham operator, “...but the questions 
are very hard.” 

He believes that other CB operators who 
later passed their no-code Technician li- 
cense requirements and became members of 
the Pottstown Area Repeater Association 
turned him in. 

Engineers from the FCC’s Philadelphia 
office visited Shaner’s residence and made 
test transmissions from his installation, 
which also included an external antenna. 
The NAL followed about a month later. 

I asked Shaner if he had ever heard of an 
FCC transmitter identification process 
whereby a specific offending radio can be 
identified by a comparison of its radiated 
signal characteristics. He said he had not. 

Shaner said he no longer even has the 2- 
meter radio since one of his CB friends 
“borrowed it” to use, and then turned it in to 
the local police station. 

The FCC also is looking into [the] pos- 
sibility that he might be involved in the 
illegal jamming of the 150 mHz Fire Radio 
Service. Shaner said he has placed the entire 
matter in the hands of his attomey.

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Many of the computer applications used 
in amateur radio are adaptations of applica- 
tions used in business and industry. This is 
the case with packet radio. 

Protocols are a specific set of rules for 
the design of hardware and software ele- 
ments involved for interfacing two pieces of 
equipment so that they may successfully 
communicate with each other. 

Until recently, each of the large com- 
puter systems manufacturers had its own 
“proprietary” protocols, making it difficult, 
and sometimes impossible, to communicate 
with another manufacturers’ equipment. 
These were called “closed systems.” 

With the advent of extensive computer 
networking, an international organization 
has developed an Open Systems In- 
terconnection (OSI) Model that structures 
protocols in the direction of providing truly 
“open systems.” 

The OSI Model defines seven protocol 
layers that must be compatible in all comput-

ers that communicate with each other. The 
layers range from the application program 
level down to the communications equip- 
ment level in the transmitting computer, and 
vice versa in the receiving computer. For 
example, the popular RS 232 serial interface 
is a level 1 protocol, and is a hardware type 
protocol. Software protocols at the higher 
levels are required for it to function. 

Amateur packet radio is gradually 
adapting the protocol software that has been 
developed for commercial applications. For 
example, the Transmission Control Proto- 
col/Internet Protocol (TCP/IP) is presently 
being experimented with. While not fully 
OSI Model compliant, it is being widely 
used in commercial networking. 

The design basis for Amateur packet 
radio has been an adaptation of a commer- 
cially used protocol CCITT STD.X.25 for 
packet transmissions. The amateur radio 
version is designated AX.25. The protocol 
basically defines the structure and content of 
“packets.”

July 28, 1993 
On to Valdez 
Pronounced “Valdeez,” the town of 
about 1,700 is rather small, well laid out 
after its earthquake of 1964, and beautifully 
situated right on the inland harbor. Let me 
State now that no oil from the Exxon spill 
was spilled in the port of Valdez, it all 
occurred about 10 miles out of the port in 
Prince William sound off of Bodie Island 
and southward. The oil is still in evidence, 
and the frustrating part of the clean up was 
that, with every tide, the work that had been 
done was completely undone 12 hours later, 
and the crews had to start over again. 
A few words about arriving in Valdez. I 
developed my first major truck problem: my 
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radiator cracked at the collar leading to the 
top engine hose, and needed repair. A local 
mobile repair shop, the only one in town, 
came out to the trailer, found the problem, 
repaired it and had it back in operation in 
just a few hours. Total bill: $160, but that’s 
only a third of the problem. The other two 
problems were that I had lost my trailer 
brakes over the Valdez pass, as well as bent 
a friction bar control when I backed up. All 
three problems were corrected in Valdez. 
The next day we had scheduled an all 
day boat cruise to look at the glaciers as well 
as the marine life... and it was beautiful. The 
sea Otters, the beluga whales, the great ea- 
gles, both in nest and soaring... what a sight! 
The area outside the port, called the Prince 
William Sound, provided our setting. While 
on the cruise they stopped for lunch on their 
rented island (rented from the local Aluet 
native Americans) and provided us with a 
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CQ’s caption: “From this neat setup at his Mays Landing, NJ QTH, Robert Moore, N2RM, 
enjoys DXing and contesting, proving once again that you don't need a ‘mega Station’ to run 
with the big boys.” [Who’s kidding whom?—Ed]

July 10, 1993—5:43 p.m. 
Dawson Creek 
awson Creek is a small town, on the 
[)= of the Alaskan Highway, that 
originally was only 500 people. With 
the introduction of the American troops in 
1942, to begin the highway, it immediately 
became a town of 10,500. Frankly, there are 
only two sides to Dawson Creek, and both 
sides are very dusty. A cloud of dust hangs 
over the city, and occasionally the wind 
clears, and there she is again. 

Nice people, friendly merchants who 
realize that the influx of travelers is the only 
reason they exist. Farming, especially Cano- 
la plants for canola oil, appears to be the 
mainstay because the grain crop is very 
difficult to make money from because of the 
grain market and the introduction of foreign 
markets. A lot of local businesses are shut 
down as evidenced by the empty service 
stations all through Dawson Creek. 

One food hard to find in Dawson Creek 
is good vegetables. Most of what is seen in 
the local markets is very small and of poor 
quality. The farmers in the area cannot make 
enough money growing vegetables, and as a 
result, the items are brought in from other 
areas—and are very expensive. For example 
a small head of lettuce sells for about $1.99 
while a five pound bag of potatoes sold for 
$3.02. The real cost factor that causes these 


prices is the transportation costs. Another 
example, my wife just reminded me of, was 
eggs, selling for $2.48 a dozen. Thank good- 
ness Lorraine is a great shopper, and when 
she shops, is able to supply about six weeks 
of foodstuffs, which has cut down our food 
bill greatly. 

Dawson Creek, best described as mile 
marker zero on the Alcan Highway, is quiet 
and lonely, whose residents want it that way. 
Just think, no crime rate at all for the statis- 
ticians to juggle. We spent two days here 
getting ready for the great Alaskan adven- 
ture. 

Off to Fort Nelson, another small town 
276 miles away, and still in British Colum- 
bia. The Alaskan Highway, which is the 
correct terminology today, is continuously 
under repair. No matter which section we 
appear to be on, that’s the one they are 
repairing. Actually, we did run across statis- 
tics that said 30 percent of the highway is 
always under repair. Frost heaves, and other 
problems with the undertable called 
“‘muskeg,” constantly have the road crews 
working. Signs, by the way, don’t tell all the 
story. If the sign is there it is very small, and 
arrows pointing direction require a range of 
no more than six feet before you can actually 
read them. 

When we arrived in Fort Nelson, the 
caravan had suffered its first set of problems: 
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entire economy, but still no one seemed to 
care. This is acommunity of 1,700 residents, 
but we went unnoticed. It was great. 

The campground was in the center of 
town, and each site was separated by a huge 
steel bucket taken from one of the local gold 
dredges, now long since out of service. While 
gold is still mined in Dawson City, only local 
prospectors and small mining companies 
are still trying. 

A local observation here is that the 
Tlingit and Han Indian nations, so very 
predominant over the town, receive some 
form of subsidized living, either in the form 
of housing or pension. The story of the Han 
nation, after reading it, was the very people 
Jean Ault, the writer, and author of “Clan of 
the Cave Bear,” “The Valley of the Horses,” 
and “The Mammoth Hunters,” spoke of when 
she researched her books. Very familiar and 
fascinating. 


Monday, July 26, 1993 
Dawson City—4:30 a.m. 
Yukon Time (3 hours difference). 


The trip from Dawson City to Tok, 
Alaska, over the “Top Of The World High- 
way” was exhausting for both man and vehi- 
cle. Our leader, Art Everson, had made 
special arrangements, with the Department 
of Transportation in Dawson City, for an 
early start, since the crew normally began 
their day’s work at 8:00 a.m. local time. 
Since the ferry across the Yukon River is 
very small, and holds only two trailers, we 
decided to start early so as not to tie up local 
traffic—a public relations issue we are al- 
ways concerned about. There is no other 
road, by the way, so we had no choice. 

The first trailer arrived at 4:35, and we 
began the long day with the ferry service of 


the Yukon. It took until 10:00 a.m. to move 
all of our units across. One problem was 
refueling for the ferry, and taking on addi- 
tional supplies—totally unexpected, they 
simply forgot to tell us. 

They said it was worth it... it was not. 
They said it was fairly well maintained... it 
was not. They said it was not a bad drive... it 
was hell. Man nor machine should not be 
subjected to this kind of journey. Gut wrench- 
ing, not twelve inches of pavement in a row, 
dust that began with the first trailer and 
never settled until the last had finished, 
5,200 feet high with panoramic scenery, but 
since no guard rails were ever seen, little if 
any time to smell the roses. A bus, travelling 
at 25 miles-per-hour, laid a cloud of dust so 
high we all had to slow down for miles. On 
top of it all, the point of entry into Alaska, on 
this blessed road, decided to question all of 
these suspicious senior citizens, probably 
because we were all so filthy dusty. The rear 
end of my trailer was covered, and nota rivet 
showed through the thick layer of light brown 
dust. 

When we arrived back on the Alaska 
Highway, some people actually cheered, and 
while it certainly was an adventure, I will not 
undertake it again—for anyone. 

We arrived in Tok (pronounced Toke), 
and fell into warm showers and a car and 
trailer wash. Please let me clarify a point. 
That’s how I saw that highway. Others con- 
sidered it a challenge and openly have said 
they would do it again. I doubt that state- 
ment. 

The only problem I experienced was a 
hot wheel bearing, on the front left of the 
Suburban, that leaked an overpacked bear- 
ing onto the tire. This was confirmed by both 
the Airstream mechanic as well as a local 
GM dealer. Well, I did break my stone and 
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over the fact that it was not a big truck, as we 
were told would probably inflict the first 
blow, a second one struck six minutes later, 
not four inches away from the first! 

Well, since I had taken the precaution of 
having my windshield replaced just before 
the trip, because of a small BB like crack, it 
seemed logical that nothing further would 
occur. Oh well! The remainder of the trip 
into Dawson City went well. 

We did have to stop for gas at one 
remote spot, before Dawson, where the price 
was 69.9 per litre. You have no idea what 
kind of gas you’re buying. Simply put, you 
have no choice but to buy it at whatever 
price. American prices were $2.35 per gal- 
lon after conversion into dollar rate differ- 
ences. 
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Dawson City, Forgotten by Time 

We arrived at Dawson City, and I imme- 
diately felt like I had arrived in a small 
western ghost town that time had forgot- 
ten—not a paved road in sight, no sidewalks, 
only wooden pathways and buildings as they 
were in 1897 when the Gold Rush began. For 
here, in Dawson City, the famous Klondike 
Gold Rush was born. 

The land of the midnight sun. That’s 
right, the sun is still out shining at 12 
midnight. The sun does disappear for a few 
hours, from about 2 a.m. to 4 a.m., but then 
reappears for another twenty-two hours of 
daylight. 

Our arrival in Dawson City was unher- 
alded by everyone, it seems that the tourist 
industry here is probably responsible for the 
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one caravanner had a flat trailer tire, and the 
other lost his differential. Both were re- 
paired in Fort Nelson, and caused little 
inconvenience to any of us except the owner. 

The city has a Reception Centre (the 
spelling in Canada), and does a great job of 
convincing us to spend money. A comedy 
routine by one of the local Alderpersons, an 
interview with a Royal Canadian Mounted 
Policeman, and another with the general 
manager of the local wood mill, the largest 
plywood producing plant in North Ameri- 
ca—and what an exciting tour that was. 

A few words first about the Mountie. 
First, they no longer ride horses, nor is it 
required to learn how to ride. Their training 
program is six months in Ottowa, then out 
into the field for another two year training on 
the job. These particular Mounties had an 
area of 85,000 square miles to police, and do 
it mostly by helicopter and snowmobile when 
the distance permits. The riding jodhpurs 
and the yellow strip stand for their associa- 
tion with the cavalry, while the red jackets 
stand for peace, and are taken from the 
British Redcoats many years ago during the 
American Revolution. 

These small communities do not have 
their own local police departments until they 
become a community of 5,000 or more peo- 
ple. Frankly this is one of the reasons why 
communities hold down their population, 
and stay within those guidelines, because to 
introduce police into your economy would 
raise taxes greatly, and with a GST (Govern- 
ment State Tax) of 7%, and a Provincial Tax 
of 7%, and a local income tax, these folks 
appear to be taxed to the hilt, as one local 
resident put it. Everything is taxed, even 
postage. 

The plant manager of Tackama Forest 
Products Ltd. offered us a special plant tour, 
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and believe me, everyone took him up on it 

the very next day. It happened to be across 

the Alaskan Highway, on the other side of 
the road. A few facts made the tour more 
interesting. 

1. The starting wage at the plant, for an entry 
level employe, is $17.92 per hour. The 
highest rate paid was for an electrician at 
$29 per hour. 

2.The lumber cutting and gathering must 
take place in the winter only, for in the 
summer, the roads into the woodland are 
impassable due to the muskeg. The soil 
becomes a sea of deep mud. Therefore, all 
roads are made of ice, as well as the 
bridges across the lakes, in order to gather 
the logs cut by the work crews. This must 
be done from December to March in order 
to have enough lumber to keep the sawmill 
open for production throughout the year. 
They have an excellent reforestation pro- 
cess handled by an outside contractor whose 
payment depends on the quality of work it 
does on planting, and the growth factor as 
well. Very unique. 

3.Only one fatal accident took place in the 
plant since it opened. 

4.The plant burned down completely in 
1977. 

5.When the temperature outside gets to 35 
below zero, the plant will cease operation 
until it warms up a bit to perhaps 20 below. 
The last plant shut down they had was last 
year when it got to be 72 below zero, and 
nothing worked at all. 

On to Muncho Lake 

The next moming the “deparking” crews 
were on the job, and got us back out onto the 
highway on our way to Muncho Lake, only 

166 miles away. The organization behind 

one of our caravans is very well done, and 

there is a committee chairman for every- 
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thing, from Leader to sub committees for 
Entertainment, Safety, Service, Humor, and 
Books and Magazines. Everyone has a job 
except me, and I decided a while back that I 
needed a rest from that type of structure for 
at least a little while, so that I could contem- 
plate all the activities I have been a part of, 
and have been a part of me. I wanted no 
further responsibilities. 

Muncho Lake was only 166 miles away, 

but took us six hours to get there. The road 
was very bad, mostly very windy, very nar- 
row, without separating lines for oncoming 
lumber trucks, and under a great deal of 
construction. The longest was twenty miles 
of soft gravel ground that circled in and out 
of the surrounding forest, I thought it would 
never get better. The best speed we were able 
to make was about 6 to 8 miles per hour 
during these detours, and the entire trip 
averaged slightly less than thirty miles per 
hour. 
Here, we rested for a while, then took a 
very relaxing boat ride on Muncho Lake, 
and listened to the local captain’s yarns 
about the area. One side of the lake 1s the end 
of the Canadian Rockies range, full of trees, 
and full of caribou, moose, rock sheep, bea- 
vers, coyotes, and black bears. One of our 
party encountered a black bear whose main 
concern was the food they had on board. His 
paw prints are still on the side of the trailer, 
where he tried to push it over in order to open 
it up. The only way they got the bear to move 
away was by setting off some firecrackers 
they had on board. Needless to say they were 
scared. 

On the other side of the lake were the 
Bald Mountains, and what a contrast to the 
opposite shore of the lake. We later found 
that the Rockies have a great deal of iron 
content, in the soil, that fosters growth of 


plants and trees, while the opposite shore 
has a very high content of copper ore, that 
inhibits growth, resulting in the Bald Moun- 
tain range of Muncho Lake. This is the very 
ore that, through its oxidation, causes the 
emerald green of Muncho Lake. Really a 
beautiful sight, and water clear enough to 
drink. Size of the largest lake trout... 50 
pounds. It is also the spot where rich hunters, 
from the states, charter small planes to take 
them into the bush to fish or hunt, for one 
week at a time, for about $6,000. We were 
fortunate enough to see a large moose swim 
across the lake, which appeared to be about 
one-half mile wide at that point. 


The trip to Watson Lake, 
Yukon Territory 
July 17, 1993 


Another difficult road trip, but the scen- 
ery made up for it. While we traveled these 
hairpin curves and steep inclines of 10 per- 
cent or more, the thought of the men back in 
1942 building this very road was ever present. 
The scenery continued to stun the senses. 
With the snow covered Rocky Mountains off 
to the west, and the beautiful valleys, with 
two to three hundred foot drops, off to the 
east, it was spectacular. 

Watson Lake, the gateway to the Yukon, 
not yet a province of Canada, but a territory 
with only 31,395 people. This town can only 
boast of being home to the world famous 
Sign Post Forest, started when Carl K. Lind- 
ley, of Danville, IL, a homesick US Army GI 
from Company D, 341st Engineers, was 
working on the construction of the Alaska 
Highway. He erected the first sign stating the 
mileage and direction to his hometown. 
Others followed, and travelers still add to 
this collection. In 1993 there are now more 
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resupply depot for the miners in Dawson 
City and points north. 

One of the interesting things Lorraine 
and I did when there was, since we laid over 
three days, we took the Suburban down to 
Skagway, Alaska, a mere 103 miles away. 
Here the Chilkoot Pass was observed while 
we passed through some of the more spectac- 
ular scenery on our trip yet. The grandeur of 
high mountain peaks with snow year round, 
and deep valley gorges, was simply astound- 
ing to the imagination. We thought of the 
misery to both man and beast involved in 
passing over the Chilkoot pass. 

The trip to Muncho Lake, in the Yukon, 
was interesting, with spectacular landscape 
every turn of the road. The grandeur of it all 
is overwhelming, and as Robert Service, the 
famous poet who spent a great deal of his life 
in the Yukon wrote: 
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It’ s the great big, broad land’ way up yonder; 
It's the forests where silence has lease; 
It's the beauty that thrills me with wonder; 
It’s the stillness that fills me with peace. 
Lorraine and I were mesmerized for two 
hours by a recital of the Robert Service 
poems, by Mr. Tom Burns, on a warm day 
right on the front lawn of Service’s cabin in 
Dawson City... I recommend it to anyone. 
While the landscape was great, the roads 
were less. Rain has been sparse as of late, and 
roads, in this part of the country, while 
gravel paved, are prone to flying pebbles, 
and, of course, constant dust. We had just 
about had enough when, after six hours, my 
windshield was struck by a pebble thrown 
from a passing “Nissan” automobile, and | 
received my first crack, small and BB like, 
and appearing on Lorraine’s side of the 
Suburban. While we were both laughing 
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git Indians from coastal Alaska and British 
Columbia. Permanent settlement began 
around 1903, with the founding of a trading 
post which served the largely nomadic Tlin- 
git Indians. We will depart tomorrow at 
about 10:00 a.m.—we must wait for other 
organizations to get clear of the next camp- 
ground before we arrive. Our next stop is the 
larger village of Whitehorse. Not much to 
see in Teslin. It’s known for its baked salm- 
on, and we had a dinner of just that this 
evening, along with a “pot luck” type of meal 
that all the women in the caravan have 
prepared. We have no facilities this stop, no 
water, no electricity, and no dumping facil- 
ities, but that’s just fine with us, since our 
last stop had all the amenities, and we’ll now 
be able to sustain ourselves in our self con- 
tained home for at least five days if neces- 
sary—perhaps even longer if we really had 
to conserve. 

The thing I’m most concerned about is 
always getting a good wholesome supply of 
fresh water, and while you might think water 
is plentiful here in the Yukon, it has a high 
content of sulfur, which for most people in 
this part of the country is OK— it’s not forus. 

That’s all from Teslin, now on to White- 
horse where a lot of optional activities have 
been planned. There is one free day for us, 
where we plan to unhook the trailer and go 
to Skagway, Alaska for a side trip. 

A word about the children in this part of 
the country, and there are a lot of them. At 
Muncho Lake, for example, Dennis, the 
gentleman who entertained us, was asked 
the question what he did in the winter. 
Dennis quickly replied, “I have fourteen 
children... that answers your question...” 
Dennis really did have 14 children, and all 
were at least 45 miles from a school. Since 
school attendance was not possible, the gov- 


emment of Canada allows them to teach 
their children through grade 12, via corre- 
spondence schools that the government has 
set up all over the provinces and territories. 
We found out that most of the children in the 
Yukon Territory will never see the inside of 
a school house. This is subsidized by the 
government 100 per cent. The children like 
ita great deal, and perhaps are better off than 
ours, given the conditions prevailing in the 
American school system today. 

Next I'll tell you more about our trip to 
Whitehorse, Yukon, a community that grew 
overnight with the introduction of the Amer- 
ican troops in 1942 to build the great Alcan 
Highway. 


July 23, 1993 
Whitehorse, 
Yukon Territory 


The total population of Whitehorse is 
22,400, including, from what we were able 
to observe, a great many Tlingit Natives. 
One of the sad commentaries of this group is 
that the Canadian government subsidizes 
each one over a certain age and, like our 
welfare system, this promotes unemploy- 
ment and all of the social diseases, especially 
alcoholism. We never had the opportunity to 
observe life in the real bush, but it would be 
interesting to see if population and the civ- 
ilization factor has a lot to do with this 
problem. There is no difficulty in identifying 
a Tlingit Natives, who are very similar to our 
American Indian Natives, with the sharp 
features and the high cheek bones, and, of 
course, the long black hair. 

Downtown Whitehorse is a few blocks 
of businesses along a major stretch of the 
Alcan on the Yukon River, where, back in 
the gold rush days, Whitehorse was a major 
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than 20,000 signs in the forest. Anyone can 
erect a sign, and our group did as well. The 
sign said “Airstream Company Caravan 
#212, July 1993.” 

The weather was great on Sunday, with 
the next three days expected to be nicer, with 
plenty of sunshine for our tip to Teslin, 
Yukon Territory, only 159 miles away. 

Two-meter amateur radio is non exis- 
tent here, at least as far as I can tell. I did have 
a nice conversation on 14.308 yesterday 
with a Jess, KEONEM, located in North 
Dakota, whose experiences included 25 years 
in Alaska working for an oil company. I was 
hoping someone from Phil-Mont might be 
on the air as well, but no luck. I was, howev- 
er, lucky enough to get a phone call made to 
my daughter Karen, because our 800 num- 
ber that was supposed to be good all over 
North America, was not good in the British 
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Columbia or the Yukon. So much for mod- 
em technology in Canada. 

Tomorrow morming we move out for 
Teslin at 8:30 a.m. 


July 19, 1993 
Teslin-A Wilderness Campground 


After some 35 miles of construction, 
along with the bad conditions which that in 
itself presents, I guess the real problem here 
on certain days might be dust, but so far, and 
thanks again to the work crews, they pump 
water from the local lakes and streams, and 
continuously spray the area. This, on some 
days, could produce mud, but we haven’t 
encountered too much of that. 

We are parked outside the tiny village of 
Teslin, a small community of 450 people, 
that was originally a summer home of Tlin-

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HOW TO TRACK A HURRICANE 


Advisories are numbered consecutively for each 
storm, and describe the present and forecast posi- 
tion and storm intensity. Advisories are issued at 
six-hour intervals—at 11 p.m.,5a.m., 11a.m.and5 
p.m. Bulletins provide additional information. 
Each message gives the name, eye position, inten- 
sity and forecast movement of the tropical 
Cyclone. 


Hurricane eye positions are given by latitude (for 
example: 13.2 degrees North) and longitude (for 
example: 57.8 degrees West), to the nearest one- 
tenth of one degree. When the storm moves within 
radar range, eye position may also be given as 
statute miles and compass direction from a 
specified point. 


When you receive an advisory, note the number, 

ww’? position, intensity and forecast direction of 
movement in the table. Then mark the eye position 
on the tracking chart. Because hurricanes change 
direction very quickly, you should concentrate 
more on where the storm will go than where it has 
been.
